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UUBUtt  ICS  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  December,  estimated  at  54,065,000 
gallons,  was  9 percent  larger  than  in  December  1968,  and  was  the  highest  output  of 
record  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  From  November  to  December, 
output  increased  an  unseasonably  8 percent.  This  compares  with  a decrease  of  5 
percent  between  these  months  in  1968  and  a drop  of  10  percent  at  this  time  in  1987* 
Temperatures  during  December  were  normal  or  above  in  most  of  the  western  half  of 
the  country.  They  were  below  normal  in  most  of  the  eastern  half  except  an  area 
from  the  Dakotas  to  the  Northern  Peninsula  of  Michigan,  and  Maine . 

Compared  with  December  1968,  ice  cream  production  was  more  in  all  regions,  al- 
though the  gain  was  only  fractional  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.  Production 
was  up  9 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  l4  percent  in  the  West  North  Cen- 
tral. Output  was  5 percent  larger  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  15  percent 
greater  in  the  South  Central.  In  the  West,  production  was  up  20  percent  in  the 
Mountain  States  and  1J  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Increases  in  production  in  the 
three  most  important -producing  states  were;  California,  20  percent;  Pennsylvania, 

16  percent;  and  New  York,  4 percent.  Output  was  more  in  all  North  Atlantic  States. 

From  November  to  December,  increases  in  production  in  all  regions  varied  from 
3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  20  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Output  jumped  9 per- 
cent in  both  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  West  North  Central,  and  12  percent 
in  the  Mountain  States.  Production  advanced  4 percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region  and  7 percent  in  the  South  Central.  Output  jumped  27  percent  in  California, 
12  percent  in  New  York,  and  9 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Production  increased  in 
all  important -producing  states  except  Wisconsin,  Missouri,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Oklahoma,  Idaho,  Colorado,  and  Oregon.

From  November  to  December,  an  advance  of  1 percent  contrasts  with  decreases  of 
8 percent  between  these  months  in  1968  and  15  percent  in  1967 • Production  declined 
in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central  Regions,  but  increased  in  the  other 
regions .

This  contrasts 
with  a decrease  of  2 percent  between  these  months  in  1968  and  a drop  of  8 percent 
in  1967 • Sharp  advances  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Pacific,  along 
with  a moderate  gain  in  the  South  Atlantic,  outweighed  declines  in  all  remaining 
regions . 

Compared  with  December  1968,  production  was  less  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region,  but  more  in  all  remaining  regions.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  December,  of  1,235,000 
gallons,  was  up  12  percent  from  December  1968.  Aggregate  output  in  1 969  was 
fractionally  less  than  in  1968,  but  7 percent  larger  than  in  1967. 

Output  dropped  7 percent  from  November  to  December,  compared  with  14  percent 
at  this  time  in  1968  and  22  percent  in  1967*  Sharp  seasonal  declines  occurred  in 
all  regions  except  the  West,  where  a gain  was  shown. 

Production  decreased  sharply  from  December  of  last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region.  All  other  regions  showed  sharp  increases  except  the  West  North  Central, 
where  output  was  only  slightly  more .
